Tin; queen's attitude. 
London, July .30.— While vory little con- 
fidence is placed in tho statement that the 
Duke of Devonshire told Queen Victoria 
that she would havo to abdicate tho throne 
or make terms with Mr. Gladatone, it is 
known that the Queen aid have an earnest 
and important interview with that nobleman, 
whom she holds in high esteem and whom 
she would fain make Premier if ho were 
wil ing, and that tho country would be 
willing to accept him. Tho Queen, it ia 
reported on good authority, Bent for tho 
Duke to discuaa with him the formation of 
a cabinet that would bo as little objection 
able as posaible to her views, for Her 
Majesty is said to regard Home Rulo as 
only one step short of absolute treason, and 
its promoters as enemies of the Throne. 
The Duke found Her Majesty laboring under 
greater emotion than ho had ever seen 
her display. After the usual courteous 
formalities, tho Queen asked the Duke 
abruptly whether there was any way to 
avoid sending for Mr. Gladstone. Her Ma- 
jesty added, in substuuee : "To Mr. Glad- 
atone personally I havo no objections, but I 
do object to the separation of my kingdoms, 
to which I understand he has pledged him- 
self." The Duke replied most courteously, 
but in terms that could not bo misunder- 
atond, that while he doeply regretted the 
course taken by Mr. Gladstone, which had 
compelled him to leava that gentleman's 
aide, politically, to atrivo for tho mainten- 
ance ot the Union, yet he felt obliged to ro- 
cognize that a mujority had been elected to 
the Houbo of Conimona favorable to Mr. 
Gladstone's views. Her Majesty took the 
carefully worded intimation and said no 
more ou that particular subject. The Queen, 
however, has continued to mako no conceal- 
ment of her antipathy to Mr. Gladstone as 
the Home Rule champion, and it ia believed 
she may yet place aomo obstruction in the 
way. 

BRITISH POLITICAL UNCERTAINTIES'. 

Although Mr. Gladatone has apparently a 
majority of foriy in tho new HouBe of Com- 
mons, members of the present cabinet 
appear to rely upon an early breakup of the 
Gladatone ministry through a rupture of 
tho internal forces or* which it must rest. 
When the members of the Salisbury cabinet 
separated yesterday it was practically de- 
cided that tho Speech from tho Throne, 
opening the new Parliament, should be 
limiied to a blank intimation that Parlia- 
ment had met for tho transaction 
of business. A proposal finding 
large acceptance is that the Gov- 
ernment should open parliament by an- 
nouncing tho introduction of a franchise re- 
form bill, including such redistribution of 
aeata as would correct the present abnormal 
representation. A redistribution of seats 
based upon recognized Liberal principles 
would increase the number of English mem- 
bers by about 140, mostly Conservatives, 
and Scotch by 20, and reduce Irish repre- 
sentation by 120 members. Unionist mem- 
bers are pressing Lord Salisbury and other 
cabinet ministers to make franchise reform 
the single item of the Queen'a speech and 
the whole business of the session, appealing 
to the country in the event of defeat. 
mr Gladstone's difficulties. 

Mr. Gladstone's attack of illness has not 
proved so serious as wbb anticipated, but 
tho alarm which it caused has not quite 
abated. The suddenness with which the 
attack came on is the mostalarmiug feature, 
and apprehension is expressed that it may 
be the beginning of a series of attacks of a 
similar character, that may sap away his 
wonderful vigor, at a time when ho is im- 
peratively needed to carry Irish Home Rulo 
through to success. It would take all of 
Mr. Gladstone's wonderful influence to hold 
the majority together for Homo Rule. The 
demand that Home Rule shall be shelved is 
growing Jouder and louder, and it seems 
doubtful if Mr, Gladstone can hold some of 
of his so-called followers to a 
final vote for a Homo Rulo 
measure. The labor candidates are 
demanding that labor questions shall be 
given precedence, and it ia fluid that fully 
Liberals outside of tho labor runks are in 
fuvor of shelving Homo Rule. Tho Irish 
Nationalists, on tho other hand, gay that 
I heir support will be at once withdrawn 
from the Government if any disposition is 
shown to postpone justice to Ireland. The 
Toriea ure watching the sceno with an air of 
amused intereat, as if they expect lo see a 
regular American row between do discord- 
ant elements that are behind the vote, of " no 
confidence." Mr, Balfour is sharpening his 
eloquence for tho fray, 'and other Tory 
orators of the House look forward to the 
struggle with evident satisfaction. At 
present tho prospects of Homo Rule are un- 
certain, except that it is certain that the 
House of Lurda will reject a Home Rule 
measure. 

IRISH ANTICIPATIONS. 
Tho Irish party are not entirely reassur- 
ed, in spite of Liberal declarations that 
Homo Rulo will bo expedited, and until 
Mr. Gladstone adds an assurance of the 
immediate dissolution of parliament if the 
House of Loids reject the bill, a suspicion 
will haunt them that they will bo used to 
carry I he Newcastle programme and then 
thrown aside. The MoCurthyito and Par- 
nellites are possessed of tho idea that if Mr. 
Gladstone, after passing the " one man, one 
vote " and other measures of the Newcastle 
programme, went to tho country to get a 
British working majority, Home Rule would 
end in smoke. Now, having him on the 
hip, thpy will tl mw him unless he make? 
Home Rule the fiist und final aim. 

HARRIAOE IH IllOn LIFE. 

Victor Christian William Cavendish, 
nephew and heir to the Duke of Devon 
shiro and lieutenant in the Derbyshire yeo 
msnry cavalry, was married, to-duy, to 
Evelyn Emily Maty Fltzmauriee, eldest 
daughter of the Marquis of Lansdowne Slid 
Earl of Kerry. Tho bridegroom is the eld 



est son of Edward Cavendish, younger bro- 
ther of tho Duke of Devonshire. Tho wed- 
ding was at St. Margaret's, YVcstminater. 
The Duke of Dovonshtro waa present. Many 
distinguished persona were presented. Tho 
bridegroom presented to the bride the Cav- 
endish family jowols; tho Duke of Devon- 
shire gavo her a pearl necklaco, consisting 
of three rows of matchless gems, and tho 
Empress Eugenie gavo her a watch brace- 
let mounted with diamonds and rubies. 
Other splendid pteaenta were received. 
The wedding waa tho prettiest event of the 
kind Hub season. Tho chancel of St. Mar- 
garet's was a mass of exotics flanked by 
palms, presenting a moBt charming picture. 
The full choral service was rendered. The 
ceremony was conducted by tho Bishop of 
London, assisted by Archdeacon Forrar, 
and the other church dignitaries. There 
wero eight bridesmaids. The bride waa 
given away by herbrothar, Earl Kerry, and 
Richard Cavendish was the best man for 
tho groom. A reception at tho residence of 
the Duke of Abercotn followed. The honey- 
moon will be spent at Lord Lunsdowne's 
country Beat in Wiltshire, whither tho cou- 
ple have already departed, Tho bride's 
costume recalled tho famous picture of the 
Duchess of Devonshire, whom she will 
probably succeed. The wedding was at- 
tractive enough to interrupt the universal 
attention which is being bestowed upon 
politics, while everybody flocked to St. 
Margaret's. Lady Salisbury was seen chat 
ting with Mrs. Gladstone as amicably as if 
there were no political feuds between their 
eminent husbands, and Lord Roseberry 
conversed affably with the Duke of West- 
minster, who will probably in a short time 
be hurling political epithets at him in debate. 

THE KAISER'S VISIT TO ENGLAND. 

Numerous unauthorized programmes of 
tho German Emperor's visit to Eugland 
duriDg the coming week have been pub- 
lished, but nothing is yet known exactly, 
as His Imperial Mujesty is adverse to cut 
and dried plans when he is not travelling in 
his political capucity. He comes to Eng- 
land primarily to try the luck of his yacht 
Meteor for the Queen's cup at the Cowes 
races. So far as can be ascertained the 
yacht Kaiseradlor will cast anchor in the 
Solent to morrow night or Monday morn- 
ing, and the Emperor will pusa most of his 
time aboard her. On August 1 the Quceu 
will entertain her grandson at dinner und 
on the next evening ho will dine with the 
Royal yacht Bquadron in the Club Houso at 
Cowes. Tho Meteor will race for the 
Quetn'a cup, "owner up," and possibly 
another dinner at Osborno may 
ensue. On Thursday, Hia Mujesty 
is expected to enjoy the hospitality of 
the Duke of York on board tho Melampus, 
and Friday will be devoted in part to a visit 
to tho Duke and Duchess of Conuaught at 
Portsmouth. On Saturday the Kaiseradler 
will convey the Emperor to Wilhelmshaven, 
whence he will proceed to Potsdam. There 
in the marblo palace ho will await the ac- 
couchement of the Empresa. Although the 
usual announcement has been reiterated 
that no political importance is to be attach- 
ed to the Emperor's visit, there is no doubt 
that tho chiot subject of conversation be- 
tween him and the Queen will be tnat of 
the elections. As for tho Triple Alliance, 
the Emperor undoubtedly is not averse just 
now to escuping, if only for a few days, 
from the excitement of the Bismarck feud, 
which has been revived by the German 
press for want of other excitement, and 
which hue been iucreuaed in bitterness prob- 
ably by the ex-Chancellor by his uddreas 
beforo the Jena students, this evening. 

GOOD FOR TDK JOURNALS. 

However little others may benefit from 
tho PotsdamFriedriohsruhe conflict, the 
Gorman editorB are certainly enjoying 
halcyon days under tho preteuae of defnua- 
ing tho Government. Many duiliea have 
discussed the Crown and its adviaers with a 
directness und boldness unprecedented in 
German newspaper history, and the Bis- 
mtirjkian organs have not hesitated to 
launch abuse against the Emperor and 
Count Caprivi, veiling its purpose but 
slightly by substituting tho names of Im- 
perial satellites tor the names ot the persona 
really meant. Thus the Hamburger Nach- 
ricliten pretends to think that Herr Find tor, 
of the Norddeutcbe Allgemeine Zeitung ia 
tho author of that journal'* inspired utt< r- 
ances, and then proceeds to de- 
nounce the inexcusable shameless- 
ness and brazen effrontery of Herr 
Pindter's misrepresentations of Prince 
Bismarck, thereby practically accusing the 
Emperor and Count Von Caprivi, with 
whoae approval the utterances in question 
wcro made, of deliberate arrd muiicious 
falsehood. The independent anti-Bismarck - 
ian press does not remain a whit behind its 
opponents in utilizig tho new privileges of 
tho preeB. Eugene Rtchter, for instance, in 
his Freisiningo Zeiuing, announces, with 
mock gravity, that Ht.suiJ.rek has been en- 
gaged by Manager Pollmi, of a Hamburg 
theatre, to tour the world as a champion in 
talking tournaments, Tournaments will be 
held, sajs Richter, in all the capitals ol 
Europe, und finally at the World's Fair in 
Chicago next year. Prof. HaDket, of Jena, 
who recently visited tho Prince at Kta- 
Biiigcn, at tho head of a deputution from ihe 
University, will accompany the Prince a* 
lecturer and showman. Such utterances, 
which would once havo caused libel suits 
und editorial sentences, pusa now almost 
unnoticed in the general hubbub. That the 
German press would not be in haste to give 
up the freedom so suddenly acquired and 
thoroughly enjoyed by it, it is evident to 
all who have obssrved how editorial writers 
are rejoicing in their new fields of work. 
ijismarck's lifk work. 

Prince Bismarck wub greeted by an im- 
mense throug at Jena, where he arrived at 
7:,'!0 this evening. He wus escorted to the 
Hotel Baeren, where, replying to an uddrosa 
of welcome delivered by the rector of the 
university, ho said: "I am the only in- 
heritor of tho merits of my colleugucs 
William tho First waa not brought up for 
the German National idea. I had to con- 
vince him slowly. My diplomatic work at 
homo and behind the Boenea was incom- 
parably more difficult than tho foreign 
powerB. Tho German empire would have 
been impossible without tho vanquishing ot 
Frunco. Diplomacy r» quired the ability to 
select the least harmful method. Our duty 
to tho futuie is to strengthen Parliament 
and the free press. In my absorbing desire 
to strengthen the empire, possibly I sank 
parliaintiiUiy authority bo too low a level. 
This it ia necessary to redress. I will pro- 
claim my opinion, no matter what con- 
sequences ensue."

An Irish Ship Cmiiil. 

' London, July 30.— Sir Edward William 
Walkin, the noted projector and manager 
of railway and other enterprises, lias a 
letter in tho Times to-day, advocating the 
selection of tho head of Galway Bay as the 
port of arrival for the Atlantic steamships, 
the vessels to proceed thenco by Bhip canal 
across Ireland to Liverpool, thus saving 
583 miles of distance between Now York 
und Liverpool. Sir Edward enlarges on 
tho schemo which ho claims to be 
entirely practicable, and declares 
that the plan has received eminent 
endorsement and promises of support in Ire- 
land. While Sir Edward in his past career 
hua shown himBelf an eminently practical 
man, this latest project haa arouBed the 
question as to whether ho ia not becoming 
Quixotic. Hia schemo for a tunnel under 
the Straits of Dover has got littlo beyond 
preparation, owing to opposition in Par- 
liament, and a few days ago ho urged the 
construction of a tunnel between Ireland and 
Scotland. This suggestion has hardly been 
sprung on the public, when he comes for- 
ward with his plan for an Irish ship canal. 
The public are wondering what has como 
over Sir Edward Biuce he married the rich 
widow, Mi 8. Ingram. 

Ilnkc or Manchester Dying. 

London, July 30.— All hope is gone for 
the Duke of Manchester, and he iB now at 
tho point of death. 

Cotton Warehouse Rnrneil. 

London, July 30. — The Callis flour and 
cotton warehouse at Bootlo was burned to- 
duy, causing a loss of over $150,000. Ten 
firemen were seriously injured by the fall of 
a wall. 

'Irish American Pence Commission. 

Duhlin, July 30. — The Irish- American 
peace commission have decided to visit 
London and hold a conference with both 
Irish parties, on tho opening of Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Gladstone Ailing. 

London, July 30. — Mr. Gladstone is suf- 
fering from a cold and is confined to hia 
bed. Though the physician haa ordered 
that Mr. Gludstonc shall not be allowed to 
rise, he (tho physician) announces his con- 
dition not serious. It ia reported thut 
when tho Queen sent for the Duke of Devou- 
shire and asked him what could be done to 
avoid calling on Mr. Gladstone to form a 
new Cabinet, ho anawered the only way 
waa "Abdicate tho throne." 

The Homestead " Outrnae." 

London, July 30. — A crowded meeting of 
foreign Anarchists was held in the East 
End to-night, at which the Homestead "out- 
rage" was denounced. The hall was decor- 
ated with red banners and pictures of 
executed Chicago nnurehistH, or "martyrs." 
Anarchist Mowbray delivered a Bpeech, in 
which he spoko of Berkman as a hero, who 
was ready to sacrifice hia life in an attempt 
on Fricke— a man whooughtto be removed. 
Murder waa the only proper iinswcr, he con- 
tended, to Curnegie's electric batteries. 
Even tho militia of the Statejvere dissatis- 
fied with the brutal work give* them to do. 
Unless Englishmen helped the Homestead 
workers, similar battles would occur in 
England. Mr. Carnegie's donations of 
money in aid of English labor candidates 
wero denounced as hypocritical. 

The Dylne Duke. 

London, July 30 —The Duko of Man- 
chester, whoso death is hourly expected, 
was born on the 17th January, 1852, und on 
May 22nd, 1870, married Consuula, daugh- 
ter of Don Antonio Yztiftta del Valle, of 
Ravenswood, in the United States, also of 
Cuba. The heir. Viscount Mandeville, was 
born in 1877, and there are twin daughters, 
Ladies Jacqueline and Alice. 

Shipping Depression. 

London, July 29. -Right Hon. Anthony 
Mundella, speaking at a meeting of the 
British Steamship Trust, alluded to the 
present depression in the shipping trade. 
He said the tonnage idlo in San Frunuiacn 
in sailing ships alone amounted to 160,000 
tons, and on tho Tyne 2G0 steamships wero 
laid up. 

Cholera on Hunrd Ship. 

Malta, July 30. — Three deaths from 
cholera have occurred on the British 
steamer All) my, which haa arrived at this 
port from fagamony. She haa on board 
two persona suffering from the disease. 

Danish Duly Reduction. 

Christiana, July 30 —The Strothing, 
to-duy, ugreed to the proposed increase in 
taxation to Ihe amount of 2,830.000 kroner 
to provide for the reduction lately made in 
tho du'y on sugar and the abolition of the 
duty on petroleum. 

Out raucous Rrfilmciitiil Cruelty. 

Vienna, July 30. — Corporal Fehr has 
been retired from tho Hungarian army foi 
an net of unparallelled cruelty. Fehr was 
known throughout, the 86' h Infantry Regi 
merit as the moat brutal of non-commission- 
ed officers. Frequent complaints of him 
were mado to CuI.Scutti, commander i f Ihe 
regiment, but they brought no redress, 
About ten weeks ugo Fehr begin drilling u 
raw recruit. When the recruit had drilled 
a frtw minutes, Fehr struck him in the face, 
kicked him, aud asked him what lie meant 
by entering tho army with hi> 
hair uncut. The recruit said he 
would go at once to tho burber'a 
Fehr caught him by tho collar, 
aud said, "No, I will fix that." Fehr then 
liuil kerosene brought, poured it ou tho re- 
cruit's head und then touched a match to 



his hair. The recruit ran groaning into the- 
barracks, where a comrade threw water on 
him, and thus saved his life. As it was,, 
his hair waa burned off and his scalp bo 
terribly burned that he is still unfit for 
duty. It is said that Fehr'B punishment 
will bo followed by the disciplining of Col. 
Scotti, who, instead of reporting the out- 
rage to the divisional commander, let the 
affair rest, after reproving Fehr, The mat- 
ter was first reported to t he higher ollicer 
by a self-constituted committee of fourteen 
privates from the SO th regiment. 

The course or Cardinal*, 

Rome, July 30. — By the recent deaths of 
two of its members, tho College ot Cardi- 
nals is reduced to 51, with 10 vacant seats. 
The College of Cardinals is now more nearly 
divided between Italians and foreigners 
than for a long time. During the Pontifi- 
cate of Leo XIII, S2 Cardinals 
have diod, of whom fifty were 
Italians and 32 were foreigners. lie has 
appointed 72 cardinals, of whom 41 were 
Italians nnd 31 foreigners. Seventeen of 
the former und 1-1 of the luttcr have died. 

" To Invcfitlgntc: the Subject. 

Washington, July 30. — In the Senate, 
to day, Mr. Higgira (Dem. Del.) introduced 
a resolution, with a string of proliminarieB, 
providing that it ahull bo tho duty of the 
Intcratato Commerce committee to investi- 
gate the whole aubject of the ageressiona of 
the Canadian Pacific railway and 
its fleet of Pacific Ocean steamers 
upon American commerce, and to 
report as to the propriety of 
suspending the privileges of transit on 
the western side of the continent, and to 
recommend such other legislation as may 
be ncceBsary to protect the interests of tho 
United States. The resolution was ordered 
to be printed and referred to the Intorstato 
Commerce committee. 



HOMESTEAD TROUBLES. 

The British Press on the Difficulty and Its 
KfTect on the Elections. 

London, July 30.— The British press con- 
tinues to be worked up to n high pitch of 
feeling over tho events at Homestead and 
Pittsburg. Almost every piper has a- 
loader on the subject daily. Tho most strik- 
ing feature of these effusions is tho an- 
imus shown against Andrew Carnegio. 
The Chronicle weighs the chances of the 
various political parties in tho United States, 
and the effects on each of tho labor difficul- 
ties at PittBburg. The voteB of each State 
are analyzed with considerable a?unien. The 
Chronicle does not believe that the workiDg- 
mcn will vote to retain in power tho admin- 
istration subsidized by those who aro re- 
sponsible for the Homestead butchery, It 
continues to say that the Pt ople's Party had 
an excellent chance at the first, but played 
its cards badly by nominating a green-back 
candidate instead of a strong man, 
who would obtain votes from all 
classes and parties. It sums up its study of 
tho situation by declaring that the Demo- 
crats' prospects havo been brightened since 
Carnegie hired men tj kill citizens of 
Pennsylvania. The Glasgow United Trades 
Council has adopted resolutions deeply de- 
ploring the "Homestead outrage," and 
sympathizing with the victims. Tha reso- 
lutions further "thank Andrew Curuegie. 
that while enrolling his nanio on the scroll 
of fame besido that of Judas iBcariot, ho 
has provided the world with an object 
lesson of the actual relation between capital 
aud labor." 

MUST TIE UP. 

C. P, B. Lake Superior Steamers Must Tie Up 
In Event of Retaliation. 

Owen Sodnd, July 30.— Canadian Pacific 
Railway officials here say that if tho retalia- 
tion bill is enforced, the steamships of the 
Canadian Pacific line from this port to Fort 
William, and all other lines trading with 
Lake Superior ports will be compelled to 
tio up, and all freight will have to go for- 
ward by rail, as every steamer would have ; 
to pay out from §3,000 to §1,000 each trip 
for the privilege of passage through the 
canal.

Ireltind-s Representative Canadian Awaiting 
the Parliamentary Session. 

Toeoxto, July 30.— Tho Globe's London 
cable says : " Hon. Edward Blake has ar- 
lived in London, in excellent health, and 
awaits tho work of the Imperial Parliament.

New Denver now takes its rank 
among the recognized towns in West 
Kootenay, and it is by no means the least 
important.

THE PITT MEADOWS. 

Among the engineering works in tho 
Province of British Columbia, the re- 
clamation of this large tract of fertile 
land, which is annually overflowed by the 
summer llood of the Eraser River is not 
tho least. 

Some tan years ago Mr. Mohun, C. E., 
from personal examination, was convinc- 
ed of tho practicability of excluding the 
Hood water, and reclaiming tho land. In 
1,889, Mr. Mohun and his associates 
Messrs. 1). Oppeuheiner, and A. W, 
Vowell finally obtained a concession of 
the unoccupied lands from the Dominion 
Government on dyking conditions. Ef- 
forts to interest English capitalists were 
unavailing, and it was determined to 
trust to local capital. Tho B. C. Drain- 
ing and Dyking Co., Limited, was incor- 
porated, and a contract entered into for 
tho prosecution of the work. 

The area granted by Order in Council 
to Messrs. Mohun and his associates is 
estimated to contain from 12,000 to 14,- 
000 acres of available land ; there is prob- 
ably a similar aro:i in private hands, a 
majority of the owners of which aro de- 
sirous of being included in the system of 
dyking. Tho first block undertaken has 
been successfully completed. This block 
was considered the most difficult, and is 
tho lowest lying ; a permanent bank has 
been constructed idl round it. 

Tho bank will average about !' feet high, 
and about 40 feet wide at the base. In 
crossing sloughs tho toe of tho embank- 
ment on each side is protected by a 
double row of piles, between which alter- 
nate layers of brush and clay are placed. 
Within these two walls tho embankment 
propor is constructed, and outside of 
them the slough is filled up to tho level 
of tho prairie with a sloping bank. Tho 
material throughout was found to bo as 
xpocted, admirably adapted for dyking 
purposes. 

n Juno the water outside tho dyked 
land stood live feet above the prairie ; 
while the leakage, if thero was any, was 
not sufficient to counterbalance the daily 
evaporation inside. The water level in- 
side the dykes was, in the ditches, about 
a foot below tho level of the prairie, kept 
intentionally at that level to afford water 
carnage. 

Tho block now enclosed is of triangular 
shape, and at its apex, which is also tho 
lowest point, and pump house and sluices 
iro placed. The gravitation sluico gates, 
which aro open most of tho year, have an 
opening equal to 72 square feet. Tho 
pump house contains a water wheel 28 
feet in diameter, the circumference when 
working usually travelling at about 4J, 
feet a second and raising about 2000 gal- 
lons a minute, when tho surface of tho 
water outside is live or six feet higher 
than that inside. This wheel is driven 
by a 40 horse power engine with tubular 
boiler capable of working up to GO horse 
power. The steam pile driver can drive 
piles ahead or on either side ; the scow is 
20 feet wide and 05 feet long. • Tho driv- 
ing engine is of 30 horse power, the ham- 
mer weighing 22 cwt. Tho scow is fitted 
with a stern wheel for propulsion driven 
by a pair of engines with cylinders 7" 
diameter and .'! feet stroke. Accommo- 
dation for the crew is provided on board. 
The boiler is of the Scotch typo, working 
up to about 00 horse power. Last wo 
come to tho most important machine of 
all, the dredge. The dredge scow is 2(i 
feet wido and SO foot long. Accommoda- 
tion and kitchen for her crow, and a re- 
pair shop aro provided on board. It is a 
combined boom and crane, Pike's patent. 
It can cut 20 foot below the water line, 
can raise tho buckot 20 feet above tho 
Witter line nnd can swing through a aoini- 
circlo of 40 feet radius. If necessary, 
without moving tho scow, a pit could he 
excavated 40 feet x 14 foot and 20 feet 
deep. Nearly throe thousand tons havo 
been moved in a day by this machine. 
The dredge is driven by a pair of hoisting 
engines of 00 horse poWor, and a pnir of 
swinging engines of about 36 horse power. 
The engines get their steam from a boiler 
of the locomotive typo -IS" diameter and 
.10' long, of 80 horse power, coated with 
asbestos and an outer covering of sheet 
iron. The machinery is of tho most 
modern construction ; all shafting and 
pine aro of steel. The hoisting chain is 
of 1' iron, "Edge's proof crane chain." 

Tho machines were all constructed 
from the designs and under the personal 
superintendence of tho managing director 
of the B. C. D. & D. Co., Mr. J. B. Pike 
and his brother, who also supervise the 
whole of tho works ; tho great experience 
acquired by these gentlemen in tho ex- 
tensive dyking oporations carried on by 



thorn in Eastqjn Canada, has proved of 
great advantago to tho B. C. D, AD, Co. 
A house boat for a double crew is being 
constructed and the dredgo fitted with 
tho electric light, after which it will run 
day and night. 

Tho successful completion of tlieso 
works means the addition of a vory largo 
tract, second to none in point of quality, 
to the agricultural resources of British 
Columbia.

The Strange Adventures of an Old Fashioned 
Sutcafl— Death Called the Roll, 

[Copyright, 1S92 by Charles B. Lowls.] 
In tlio month of March, 1805, which 
you will remember was only a few weeks 
before the close of the war, I was visiting 
an unclu who lived on a farm in Mitchell 
county, Indiana. On the 18th I went 
out for a squirrel hunt. It was ahout 11 
o'clock in the morning when I shot my 
first squirrol, and as ho fell from the limb 
ho brought up among a muss of outcrop- 
ping rock. In searching for him I found 
a satchel which had boon placed between 
two bowlders so that it was securely hid- 
den from anything except chanco discov- 
ory. One might have stood within three 
feet of it .and been none tho wiser. I 
hauled the satchel out and found it to be 
one of old fashioned make, though entire- 
ly new. A bit of mildew had just begun 
to gather on the leather, and 1 judged 
from that thaj, it had beon there for a 
week or more. It was bulky enough to 
prove that its contents consisted of a suit 
of clothes, and I had no great curiosity 
concerning it. Indeed, 1 made further* 
search and found tho squirrel before J 
gave tho satchel a second look. 

At that timo tho county was overrun 
with tramps, but they were most numer- 
ous along the Ohio river, and tho major- 
ity of them were thieves and robbers as 
well as public nuisances. As 1 returned 
to the satchel it struck nio that no one 
would have entered that dense piece of 
woods to hido an outfit of clothing a mile 
from tho highway, and I determined to 
inspect the contents. It was locko.l, but 
1 used a stone to break it open, and the 
dirat glance jumped my heart into my 
throat. The satchel was full of crisp, new 
greenbacks in packages of $1,000 each. 
Even after I took one of tho packages in 
my hand and carefully inspected the bills 
1 was not quito sure whether I was awake 
or dreaming. There were packages of 
ones, twos, lives and tens, and every bill 
was fresh from tho treasury at Washing- 
ton. 1 hauled out ono after another un- 
til I had counted twenty-seven. Each 
had a band around it, on which was 
stamped the amount— £1.000. 

Experience will make a man cool in the 
face of danger, but one can't become ex- 
perienced in finding treasure. I believe 
1 was more rattled over that find than if 
I had met a highwayman and been held 
up for my all. I sat on a log with thoso 
twenty-seven packages piled up before 
me and shook like a man in a chill. It 
was fully ten minutes before 1 could real 
ize tho luck that had come my way 
Without laying myself open to criticism I 
contend that I am an honest man 
have always paid 100 cents on the dollar 
of my indebtedness. In my time I have 
found and restored many lost articles 
which a dishonest man would have con- 
verted to his own use. I have beon free- 
, ly trusted with tho money of private in- 
dividuals and after serving five years as a 
county treasurer a committee examined 
my accounts to discover and report that 
tho county was in my debt. I tell you 
these things in hopes to excuse mysolf for 
what followed the rinding of the money. 

From die moment I caught sight of the 
money 1 determined to keep it. We are 
all honest until tempted. Some of us can 
be bought for a few hundred dollars, 
others demand thousands. Replacing 
tho money in tho satchel I started for 
home. I didn't propose to sharo tho se- 
cret of the lind with any one, even if 1 
shared the contents later on. 1 therefore 
made my way to iho barn to put the 
satchel in a safe place. I was fully half 
an hour making up my mind where to 
doposit it. There wero soveral tons of 
hay in the mow, and 1 finally climbed up 
and dug a hole in one corner and deposit- 
ed my treasure, I moved at least half a 
ton of hay, and when 1 left tho p'ace 1 
felt sure that it would take an all day* 
search for any ono to find the money. 

My undo subscribed to a Louisville 
daily paper and also to soveral weeklies. 
I was just recovering from a wound in 
tho head received at Petersburg, and my 
eyes were weak. 1 had thereforo done 
but very little reading. After dinner I 
got all the back numbers of the daily for 
ten or tweivo days and sac down co see if 
I could strike anything regarding that 
money. As an old soldier 1 had spotted 
those packages at once. All of them were 
treasury notes and all had been put up 
for an army paymaster. In a paper dated 
nine days previous I found what 1 was 
feverishly searching for. It was a quar 
ter of a column article detailing tho facts 
of the robbery of an army pay master at 
Madison, lnd. lie was on his way down 
tho Ohio by a passenger steamer, accom- 
panied by his trusted assistant. At Mad 
ison, while tho boat was taking on cargo, 
he went up town to visit an old friend, 
being gone about two hours. On his 
turn be found that his assistant had rob- 
bed the safe of $00,000 and disappeared. 

The article went on to say that every 
effort was being mado to overhaul the 
robber, who was supposed to have work 
ed single handed, and that all the chances 
were in favor of his capture. None of 
the subsequent issues contained nows of 
his capture, however, and 1 may state 
here that ho got safely away and probably 
landed somewhere in Europe, Thero was 
no question in Dry mind but that my §27,- 
000 was a portion of that robbery. As I 
reasoned it out the paymaster's assistant 
had a confederate, and this money was 
his portion of tho spoils, though not an 
oven divide between them. Tho confed- 
erate may have been an employee of the 
boat or i' resident of Madison. In either 
case ho had takon his share and made oil' 
and hidden it in the woods to wait for the 
excitement to blow over. 

As an honest man my duty was plain. 
That money ought to be restored to the 
government at once. I am obliged to in- 
form tho reader, however, that 1 was no 
longer an honest man. I had firmly de- 
cided to keep that money, and 1 could 
advance a dozen different excuses to quiet 
that still, small voice which is supposed 
to be over ready to warn ua of the error 
of our ways. On tho third morning of 
my possession, while wo wero eating 
breakfast, my undo mentioned tho fact 
that a tramp had come along Into in tho 
evening, after I had gone to bed, and had 
been given shelter ill tho barn. Ho had, 
to my nude's great surprise, got up and 
cleared out without asking for anything 
to eat. It struck me all of a sudden that 
the tramp had found and carried off my 
prize and, getting away from tho table as 
soon as 1 could, I hurried to tho barn to 
make an investigation. Everything on 
the haymow was us 1 had left it, but, 



when I dug down in tho corner it was to 
find my worst fears realized. Tho satchel 
and money wore gone I 1 did not givo 
up until 1 had hunted for an hour, and 
then 1 tooka'gun and set out ovor tho 
highway in pursuit of tho tramp, who had 
soveral hours tho start of mo. 

Tho furthor adventures oE tho satchel 
covered a space of months. What in- 
duced tho tramp to dig down in that cor- 
ner of tho haymow has always been a 
mystery to mo. 1 have sometimes bo- 
lioved he must have been the robber's 
confederate and that lie tracked me to tho 
barn from tho woods. Ho took the high- 
way for. Jasper, in a southwest direction, 
and by getting a lift with a teamster ho 
made about twenty-fivo miles that first 
day, While he was dressed like a tramp 
tho teamster was satisfied that ho was not 
one. . Perhaps the questions ho asked 
frightened the man into doing what ho 
did. After leaving tho teamster ho on- 
tered a country school house and hid the 
money in the garret. It was a one story 
structuro, with a low garret reached by a 
scuttle in tho ceiling, llo was afterward 
seen on tho highway several miles distant 
and then disappeared for good. At least 
no furthor trace of him was ever had. 
About three weeks after the money had 
been placed in tho garret tho chimney of 
the school house was struck by lightning 
and tumbled to the ground. A fanner 
who was also a bricklayer was employed 
to rebuild the chimney. In so doing he 
found the satchel and not one dollar of 
tho money was missing. While I do not 
givo you his name, 1 overhauled him in 
my search for tho tramp and tho treasure, 
and ho gave me tlio particulars and I givo 
them to you. 

Tho farmer was also an honest man. 
He had tho respect and conadenco of 
every ono who knew him. Yet he had 
no sooner realized the valuo of his find 
than ho determined to keep every dollar 
of it for himself, lie was a subscriber to 
v weekly paper, and he had soon nothing 
concerning tho robbtry of the paymaster. 
He know very well, though, that it was a 
robbery of some sort, and he moved care- 
fully. Ho decided not to let his wife 
know of the find, and tho monoy was re- 
moved after dark to tho granary in his 
barn. Ho had a lot of oats in ono of the 
bins, and ho hid the satchel under them. 
The possession of that xreasure had made 
me almost ill. His possession of it mado 
him quito so, Although in porfect health 
the day he found it, he had a chill and 
fever the next clay and was obliged to go 
to bed. lie got a little more nerve next 
day, but acted so queer that his wife 
wondered if he was not losing his mind.

AM A TEUR SANITA1UANS. 

A aooil many amatour sanitarians are, we 
see, cropping up in the newspapers and 
elsewhere. Would it uot bo prudent in 
them to efface themselves for a little while. 
Tho health" authorities of tho city and pro- 
vince have EeriouB business in hand just 
now. Would it not be just as well to allqw 
them to give their undivided attention to 
their work ? It is important too, that the 
people should have faith in the men who 
are endeavoring to preserve tho public 
health. Will our friends who take a deep 
interest in sanitary matters allow us to 
suggest that tho gentlemen who make the 
treatment of disease tho study of their lives 
are almost as likely to know what ia best 
to stop the progress of the smallpox or any 
•tlier malady as men who are not thoir au- 
periors intellectually and who havo not had 
' tho opportunity of giving a great deal of 
their attention to sanitary sciouce or pre- 
ventive medicino. It seems to us that in 
the present crisis if wo cannot rely upon 
professional men to help us, there is not much 
use in placing our dependence on non-pro- 
fessional men. Tho disquisitions of amateurs 
mayamuso ua when thero is nothing of 
much importance to consider. But when 
there is Bcrious work to bo done — work re- 
quiring for its proper performance profess- 
ional knowledge and professional Bkill — wo 
must confess to a preference for the advice 
and tho eorvices of the professional man. 

The work to be done just now i3 very Ber 
iou8 — few persons, it seom.9 to us, realize 
kow sorious. It will be found out in timo 
how much the smallpox scare has already 
oost the citizens of Victoria. It will bo ad- 
mitted, then, that it is of the very first im 
portanco that Victoria should regain its 
kigh reputation for healthiness, without 
any unnecessary loss of time. Will we not 
stand a better chance of having that done 
with the least possible delay, under the 
guidance of men of high repute in tho medi- 
cal profession, than if wo give heed to the 
counsels of amateur doctors and nowspaper- 
alipping Banatarians. 

WICKED OBSTRUCTION. 

A local item in Friday's Times, on tho 
aumber of cases in the Jubilee Hospital 
Quarantine Station, concludes with tho fol- 
lowing sentenco : 

" Jt was also reported that a fresh patient 
•was expected up from Ross Bay suspect 
house, being another of thoso who have 
boon compulsorily subjected to exposure and 
got it bad." 

We are greatly surprised that tho oditor 
of tho Times should allow such mischievous 
rot as this to appear in his paper. Is 
there no ono in tho Times office who can 
count fourteon, and docs not every intelli- 
gent person now know that it takes tho 
smallpox fourtoen days to incubate ? 

Tho writer of tho paragraph, and tho 
editor who allowed it to be published, ought 
to have known that it is absolutely impos- 
sible for a suspect to have caught 
the diseaso in tho suspect bouse if 
it dovelops in less than fourteen days after 
his being admitted. If ho has been thero 
six, oight, ten or oven twelvo days, tho cer- 
tainty is that tho diseaso was in his system 
when he entered tho houso, and that ho 
oanght it somowhero outsido. Tho arrange- 
ments of the suspect Htaliuu are such that 
tho danger of catching the smallrov whilo 
there, is very alight indeed. There is a 
oapablo medical man among tho suspocts 
all tho time. Vaccination ia carefully 
attended to, and the health of every person 
olosoly watched. Tho moment a suspect 
shows signs of having caught tho smallpox 
ho or sho is carefully isolated and sent to 
tho Jubilee station. Tho danger from ex- 
posure is therefore reduced to a minimum. 
And it must not bo forgotten too, that tho 
suspect must be thero fourteen days pre- 
vious to the diseaso breaking out, or ho 
must have caught it before ho entered the 
station. 

Tho Times is making itself busy in ore- 
-•iting a projudico against tho Rosa Bay bus- 



poet house. By doing.thia it is unsettling 
the minds of thoao who have come in direct 
contuct with smallpox patients, and whom 
tho preservation of the public health re- 
quires to bo isolated until it ia certain that 
they havo not contracted tho disease. The 
law requires this, and not either the Premier 
or Dr. Davie. The regulation is a most 
salutary one, and was devised by men who 
know better how to stop tho spread of dis- 
easo than any newspaper editoror any news- 
paper correspondent in tho Dominion of 
Canada. The Provincial Health officer must 
carry out this provision of tho law. Ho iius 
no discretion in tlie matter. Ho dare not 
take upon himself tho responsibility of dis- 
regarding it. But Dr. Davie, we under- 
stand, cordially approves of that regulation, 
and we think that he is bettor authority on 
anything connected with his profession than 
any one, physician or layman, who has ac- 
cess to the columns of tho Times. 

The Provincial Heulth officer is ex- 
orting himself to tho utmost to stamp 
out tho smallpox in this city. In doing this 
he is working for the good of every citizen 
in it, young and old, rich and poor. Ho hus 
a right, then, to expect the active co-opera- 
tion of all good citizous. When presumably 
intelligent men, to servo their own purposes 
or to gratify their own spite, try to raise a 
prejudice against him and thus impair his 
usefulness they are doing what is opposed 
to tho public welfare. We are moro than 
surprised to see our contemporary taking 
this course. Wo thought that it know hot- 
ter and bad a stronger senso of duty. It 
should not matter to anyone who Dr. Davio 
is or to whom he is related. Ho is engaged 
in a rvork of tho utmost importance to this 
city. Ho is known to he a competent man. 
Ho is succeeding beyond tho expectations of 
the most hopeful, and consequently, thoso 
who undertake to impede him in the per- 
formance of his duty must bo regarded as 
public enemies. 

UNDER COMPULSION. 

A telegram from Toronto informed us, 
yesterday, that, " in view of the Retalia- 
tory measures adopted by the (baited 
States, the Canadian Government will take 
steps to abolish the rebato system and to 
make a uniform toll or to do away with the 
tolls altogether." It seems to us a pity 
that this should be done, as it were, under 
compulsion. If the Americans are right in 
their contention, tho Canadian Government 
should havo done away with the discrimina- 
tion as soon as tho United States com- 
plained of it, end uot havo waited until 
Congress had passed a retaliatory act. 

The question was not a very intricate 
one. A board of arbitration, composed of 
upright and intelligent business men, would 
have settled it satisfactorily to both coun- 
tries in a very short timo. 

By tho terms of tho Washington Treaty, 
" Tho Government of Her BritaDnic Ma 
jesty engages to urge upon the Government 
of tho Dominion of Canada to secure to the 
citizena of tho United States the uso of the 
Welland, St. Lawrenco and other Canals in 
the Dominion, on terms of equality with tho 
inhabitants of the Dominion." 

This seems quite clear. Canadians and 
Americans were, after the treaty came into 
operation, to have the use of tho Canadian 
canals on the sumo terms. Before July, 
1885, the tolls on all vessels going through 
the canala were 20 cents a ton, but a rebate 
of 10 cents a ton was allowed to all vessels 
that curried thoir cargoes to Montreal, or 
that had them transhipped at Bomo inter- 
vening port to bo taken by land to Montreal 
or other Canadian port. On the 1st of July, 
1885, tho rebato was changed from 10 cents 
a ton to 18 cen.ta a ton. So, in reality, a 
vessel, whether American or Canadian, 
bound for a Canadian port, or whose cargo 
was to be sent to a Canadian seaport by 
land, paid only two cents a ton as tolls. 
This urruugemeiil vyus uot complained of at 
first, for Canadians shipped their grain to 
Montreal by rail via Kingston, and Ameri- 
cans sent it by bargo to tho same port, 
water carriage being much cheaper than 
carriago by land. Owing to the shallowness 
of the canals below Kingston, tho grain could 
not be sent to Montreal in tho same vessels 
as carried it through tho Welland Canal. 
Canadian shippers Boon found that the Og- 
densburg forwarders had a great advantage 
over thorn, so they prevailed upon tho Gov- 
ernment to allow the rebate to thoao vessels 
only that transhipped their cargoes at a 
Canadian port. 

It wan then that tho Americans began to 
complain. Thoy asserted that they wero 
uot, as far as the navigation of tho Cana- 
dian canals was concerned, placed on an 
equality with Canadians. Tho discrimina- 
tion in tho matter of tho rebato, they con- 
tended, was a violation of the terms of the 
treaty of Washington. They paid twenty 
cents a ton tolls, while Canadian vesBela 
paid in effect only two cents a ton. The 
reply of tho Canadians wus, Wo place all 
ships bound to a Canadian port on an equal- 
ity. The American vessel that takes its 
cargo to Montreal or to a Canadian port to 
be transhipped to Montreal, pays exactly 
the samo tolls us a Canadian vessel ; and 
tho Canadian vessol that does not take her 
cugo to Montreal or to bo transhipped to 
Montreal, ia treated exactly in the same 



way as an American vessel. There is no 
discrimination. 

This, the Americans said, is not how we 
interpret the treaty of Washington. We 
consider that wo are to receive tho same 
treatment as Canadians, no matter where 
we discharge our cargoes. 

The matter was discussed andrc-discussed, 
each party maintaining the samo attitude 
and each accusing the other of not having 
carried out the terms of the treaty in good 
faith, for the United States entered into 
obligations with respect to the canals of 
New York state that were never carried 
out. 

Tho Dominion Government has lately 
made tha proposal to go back to tho state of 
things winch existed before tho rubate wus 
refused to vessels transhipping their cargoes 
at American p-jrts. But this concession, it 
appears, did not satisfy tho American Gov- 
ernment, and Congress has passed uu act 
giving the President power after August 1 : 

"Whenever he shall be satisfied that the 
passage through any lock or canal connect- 
ed with tho navigation of tho St. Lawrence, 
the gn at lakes, or tho water-ways connect- 
ing them, of any veBsels of tho United States, 
or of cargoes or passengers in transit to uuy 
part of the United States, ia prohibited or 
made ditlicult or burdensome by tho imposi- 
tion of tolls, which ho shall deem recipro- 
cally unjust or unreasonable, it shall he his 
duty to suspend by proclamation, for such 
time and to such extent, including absolute 
prohibition, as ho ahull deem just, the right 
of free passago through tho St. Mary 's Falls' 
Canal, so far as it relates to vessels owned 
by the subjects of tho Government bo dis- 
criminating against tho citizeua, ' ports or 
vessels of the United States, or to any car- 
goes, or portions of cargoes, or puBsengers in 
transit to tho ports of the Government mak- 
ing such discrimination, whether carried in 
ve.-sels of the United States or of othur 
nations. " 

This retaliatory act, if put in force, would 
do a good deal of injury to tho trade of 
Canada. Of course Canada, by making 
stringent regulations with respect to tho 
navigation of tho Welland and other cinals, 
would be able to do equal, if not greuto?, 
injury to tho commerce of the United States. 
But thero would bo really no satisfaction in 
this, and it is hard to tell what the retalia- 
tory measures would lead to or where they 
would end. On the whole, therefore, it is 
best that tho dispute should end us our telo- 
gram indicates. 

THE FACTS OF THE CASE. 

Although the Times and those who inspire 
its utterances havo of late shown a deter- 
mination to persistently mis-state all mut- 
ters relating to tho action of the Provincial 
authorities in stamping out tho smallpox, a 
sense of shame ahould havo prevented its 
circulating such a flagrant falsehood as the 
following : 

"We believo it is not generally known 
that the establishment of the hospital on 
tho J ubilee Grounds was the result of the 
Mayor's suggestions, but such is tho fact. 
He urged this Btep because of tho city's 
inability to procuro a site elnowhore, and, 
happily, the President and Directors finally 
agreed to it." 

Tho "Times'" own columns can be ap- 
pculed to, in proof of tho fact that the tirst 
suggestion, of using tho Jubilee grounds, 
was made on the 9th July, ut a meeting of 
medical men called by the Government at 
tho Promier'a office, when a resolution was 
carried, on tho motion of the Attornoy-Gen- 
oral, that tho fever ward of tho Jubilee 
Hospital bo usod for smallpox patients. On 
the afternoon of tho Bamo day a meeting, at 
which wero present Mayor Beaven, Dr. 
Milne, Mr. Taylor (tho City Barrister), Dr. 
Davie (tho President of tho Hospital), Mr, 
Davies, and Superintendent Hussey, was 
held, and tho suggestion was made 
by Dr. Davie and tho President 
of tho Hospitul, that, in lieu of tho fever 
ward, temporary buildings ahould bo erect 
cd upon tho Jubilee grounds. At this 
meeting, Mayor Beaven combatted tho pro 
position of erecting buildings on those 
grounds, for fully an hour, urging that the 
building then in courseof construction at Ross 
Bay wus amply sufficient, and it wus with the 
greatest difficulty that, at length, a most 
unwilling assent was wrung from him, that 
Mr. Davies should give orders to Mr. Hay- 
ward to proceed with tho building, and, 
even after Mayor Beaven's assent had been 
given, the scheme of tho Jubilee buildings 
well nigh fell through, owing to Mr. Bea- 
ven's contention with Mr. Hayward, that 
a smaller quantity of lumber should ho or- 
dered for the work, than tho contractor re- 
ported to be absolutely noccssary.

How tho Doctors Outwitted the Di'ii.1 

Desperado's Watchful mother 
f mill I.uU No Tracus of 

j Tbolr Work. 

!" "A great many things have been 
written about Jesse James, and at 
times it has seemed to nie as if tbc pa- 
pers were taxing' their readers severely 
■with their tireless efforts to preserve a 
strained interest in the career of the 
great highwayman," said a prominent 
citizen of northwest Missouri to a St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat reporter the 
other day. "A certain little post-orbit 
incident has never found its way into 
the press, however, and the reason, no 
doubt, is that it has been kept an invio- 
late secret among the few who were 
given an opportunity to know about it, 
for fear of bringing trouble on those 
who wore responsible for it. The facts 
are simply these: While Mrs. Samuels, 
the mother of Jesse James, was watch- 
ing like a lynx every incident connect- 
ed with the arrangements for convey- 
ing the dead desperado from St. Joseph 
the day after Ins death to her farm 
near Kearney, where he was to be bur- 
ied, a number of enterprising physi- 
cians quietly removed his brain and put 
it in a jar of alcohol, in which condition 
it is now exhibited, labeled or unla- 
beled, atone of the St. Joseph medical 
colleges. 

••As soon as I heard of the shooting of 
Jesse James," continued the narrator, 
"I boarded a train and went to St. 
Joseph. The excitement was some- 
thing remarkable. The town was full 
of witnesses, otlicers and idlers from 
Kansas City, Omaha am 1 from towns 
two hundred and three hundred miles 
away, all bent on seeing the great 
highwayman and the house in which lie 
was shot. One of the first persons on 
hand was Mrs. Samuels, Jesse's mother. 
You know she is a woman from whom 
the boys inherited much of their 
aggressiveness. She is a general in 
petticoats. Nothing escapes her and 
she is everywhere at the same time. 
The sheriff from Kansas City — 1 think 
bis name was Tiraberlake — was to her 
a special object of aversion, and it was 
probably due to this antipathy, which 
to a certain extent compelled her to rely 
with more confidence upon the St. 
Joseph authorities, that the doctors 
owed their golden opportunity to per- 
form the operation that sent the high- 
wayman brainless to his grave. 
Kansas City was green with envy that 
St. Joseph should have obtained the 
notoriety of Jesse James' fata! taking- 
oil', and Timberlake was anxious to 
save as much lor his town as lie could 
by giving orders to have the body sent 
there for identification, so as to make 
business for the Kansas City hotels and 
draw crowds of curious people from St. 
Joseph. Mrs. Samuels did not quite 
sec it in that light, nor did she com- 
prehend TiLnberlake's motive. To her 
his arbitrary orders appeared in the light 
of a malignant persecution of her son 
even after death, and she set herself to 
watch and thwart him at every turn. 
The St. Joseph authorities were just as 
anxious to prolong the attending scenes 
to their full capacity of profit in their 
own town, and for this reason naturally 
acted in complete accord and sympathy 
with the anguished old lady. While she 
was watching the movements of the 
Kansas City crowd to guard against sur- 
prises the chief of police of St. Joseph 
had her permission to prepare the body 
for removal. One thing, however, that 
the old lady was particularly set on 
was that no post-mortem examination 
should be made, and this the police au- 
thorities promised in good faith. Just 
how those doctors managed it is more 
than I can say, but there in a jar on a 
shelf, in a glass office case, was the 
bandit's brain, the spot where the bul- 
let had entered being easily distinguish- 
able by the suffusion of blood. 

"The doctor who pointed it out to me 
was a personal friend," the gentleman 
went on, "and lie laughed slyly when 1 
asked him how he had accomplished it. 
lie invited me to go with him where 
Jesse lay dead in his collin, and as I 
looked at his face f endeavored to dis- 
cover the marks of the scapcl, but in 
vain. When we were out of the room, 
I asked him how the brain was re- 
moved without leaving a trace of the 
knife, and lie then told me that tin- 
scalp hail been cut across the back part 
of the head and drawn forward over 
the brow, leaving the skull exposed to 
the action of the saw. The top of the 
skull was carefully sawed and the 
brain was removed. The scalp was 
then drawn back into its place over the 
cap of the skull, and when .Mrs. Sam- 
uels next, gazed upon the paleface of 
her' son his appearance was nut altered 
in the least, but his brain was in a 
glass jar. That is now nearly ten 
years ago. I never again heard my 
friend, the doctor, refer to the' matter, 
HOP has an^i other person ever spoken 
of it tome, which shows how jealously 
the secret has been kept." . 

| Pnpal Punishment of an Archbishop. 

,. The pope has sentenced to degrada- 
tion from the rank of prelate, and to 
deprivation of all ecclesiastical digni- 
ties and offices, Archbishop Folchi, vice 
Citmcrlingo of the Roman Catholic 
church, and one of the most important 
and influential members of the papal 
court. This sentence, almost unique in 
modern times, is attributable to his 
conviction by a court of inquiry of bad 
judgment, negligence and dishonesty 
in connection with the administration 
of the funds and revenues of the pa- 
pacy, for years past he has acted as 
secretary and treasurer of the board 
of cardinals who are intrusted 
with the administration of the pa- 
pal revenues and of enormous sums 
besides, including almost the entire 
amount of the. obolo di San I'ietro, or 
Peter's pence, much of which is sub- 
scribed in the United States. The arch- . 
bishop, who gives one the impression 
of being a man of the world instead of 
a priest, was allowed a free hand with 
regard to the disbursement of the 
money, and the result is that an alarm- 
ing deficit has been discovered in the 
papal treasury.

Molasses Cake.— Ono cup each of 
butter, sugar, sour milk and molasses, 
five cups of flour, two eggs, one table- 
spoonful of soda, one of ginger, and one 
cup of currants.

Lemon Cake.— One cup of sugar, two 
tablespoon fuls of butter, yolk of one 
egg, one cup of milk, one teaspoonful

Rolled Jelly Cake. — Three eggs, 
one cup of sugar, one. teaspoonful of 
water, one cup of flour, one teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder.

Ovi>r ii Thousand Willis Required to Man- 
ufacture Enough Paper lor tho Ex- 
clusive Dsn or the United States— 
llo.v It Is Distributed. 



The proposed exhibit by the paper- 
makers at the World's Columbian ex- 
position will mark a wonderful ad- 
vancement in this branch of manufac- 
turing, which is now fifth in the list of 
American industries, having risen from 
the tenth place since 1SS0, says the 
Engineering Magazine. It is important 
not only in its magnitude, but, to quote 
tho motto of a leading paper-trade jour- 
nal, "the consumption of paper is the 
measure of-a people's culture." Without 
cheap paper the invention of printing 
could have benefited the world but little. 
The newspapers, read by everybody 
and contributing to the general intelli- 
gence and advancement, are enabled to 
exist only by means of tho cheap cost 
of the millions of pounds of paper they 
use every year. So with the cheap and 
attractive-looking school books, so es- 
sential to popular education. Our prog- 
ress in pictorial art has been dependent 
upon the progress of papermaking. 
Photographers were obliged, until re- 
cently, to import from Germany the 
paper used in their work, our own man- 
ufacturers being unable to assemble 
the necessary conditions of material, 
water and workmanship for the pro- 
duction L of paper suitable for silver- 
printing. 

A process has now been perfected in 
this country whereby a very ordinary 
paper is coated witli a thin surface of 
sulphate of barytes and answers admir- 
ably for photographic use, bringing 
out, in the finished picture, a wealth of 
detail formerly unknown in the art, it 
being lost in the texture of the paper 
employed. The use of paper as a cheap 
material for curtains, wall paper and 
other bouse decorations has aided to 
make the homes of the people more at- 
tractive. Finally, the useful arts are 
beginning to depend largely upon the 
papermaker. Thus the present speed 
and safety of rail way travel owes much 
to the invention of the paper ear wheel, 
which combines strength and elasticity 
to a higher degree than any other ma- 
terial so far available. The building 
trades also use paper extensively, while 
commerce is facilitated by its use for 
wrappings and packages. 

The production of paper is perhaps 
more closely regulated by the law of 
supply and demand than any other 
manufacturing process. In the earlier 
days of paper making there was little 
demand for it, as it was necessary either 
to write books by hand or to print them 
from engraved plates. The invention 
of the. printing press created the first 
demand for paper, which caused its 
manufacture to become a profitable in- 
dustry. The hand method of paper 
making was followed for many- 
years and diseontintftid only upon 
the invention of the cylinder press. 
This invention gave such an 
impetus to the distribution of printed 
matter that band paper-makers were 
unable to supply • the demand; hence a 
new order of things was inaugurated 
and machinery for tin' making of paper 
was perfected with great rapidity. In- 
ventive ingenuity of the highest order 
is constantly' at work to discover other 
uses for paper, while the manufacturer 
and the inventors of papermaking ma- 
chinery are straining every energy to 
improve the quality of the product, to 
cheapen production, or to provide 
special grades for new uses. Judging 
from the still undiminished floods of in- 
ventions it would appear that the' in- 
dustry is yet in its infancy as compared 
with the influence it is destined to ex- 
ert on the comfort, intellicenee and ad- 
vancement of the human race. 

The United States has a capacity for 
producing about 15,350,000 pounds of 
paper annually, not counting the idle 
mills, of which at present about seventy 
are reported out of a total of 1,180. Of 
this enormous product some 3,735,000 
pounds an- used in printing newspapers 
and book,-, aud 212,800 pounds more go 
toll.!;) bind the hooks printed. H is 
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that 408,000 pounds are con- 
the building trades, 8,170,000 
wrapping-paper are used and 
uncls nf writing papers.

Two smallpox patients -wero yesterday 
removed from tho city to tho Jubilee Quar- 
antine Hospital. Both of these cases were 
well developed, and should have been re- 
ported at least four days ago to tho health 
authorities. There is a heavy penalty pro- 
vided for refusal or neglect to comply with 
the instructions in regard to reporting eases 
immediately, and several prosecutions will, 
it is stated, be brought on Monday or Tues- 
day. If people will not voluntarily take tho 
necessary precautions to prevent the spread 
of the disease, the law will be enforced com- 
pelling thmi to do so, und punishing them 
for the neglect. 

A Faintly Trouble. 
A couple of residents, living on Cameron 
street, called at tho city police station a 
night or so ago, and asked that an officer be 
sent at once to a neighbor's house. Officer 
Driscol, who went out to investigate the 
matter, found, upon entering the house, the 
cause of the trouble The husband, a big 
strapping man, was cruelly beating and 
abusing hia wife, whose cries were heard by 
several of the neighbors. The officer upon 
setting to work on tho case, first " Sred " 
out of the house a comrade, who evidently 
caused the trouble by bringing liquor 
around. The next thing done was to 
give the ruffianly husband a proper lectur- 
ing, which ended in " I'll be up again to- 
night, and if everything is not as it should 
be I will march you down to the lock-up." 

KnincBlem Quarantined. 

A Chinese junk, with a cargo of seven 
"almond-eyes" on board, said to be smug- 
gled goods, was picked up by the customs 
officials at Hood's Canal, Port Gamble, a 
couple of tlaya ago, and caused no small 
amount of trouble. When the seizure was 
made, it was found that the junk could not 
show a clean bill of health, or an unclean 
one, either — in fact, for a craft engaged in 
her business, little matters of detail such 
as this are never thought of. The junk was 
suspected of having come from Victoria, 
and while there is a quarantine station at 
tho canal, it was intended for white folka 
only. The sickest man in the crowd waa 
the loudcBt in hia protestations against the 
pigtails, and, in bis wrath, threatened to 
leave the station if Chinamen were dumped 
there. A tent was hurriedly rigged up and 
the smuggled cargo given temporary shel- 
ter. They remain in quarantine or custody 
until tho smallpox scuru blows over and they 
are able to c.stablish^their claim to lundingon 
'Yankee soil.

In 
this connection I direct attention io clauses 39 
and II) of Die Prov.noM Health Rules, which 
provide that if any medical man or houso- 
nolder fails to give immediate notice of any 
cave of smallpox, to tho local health otlleer, 
such oaso coming within his knowlcd.-o, ho is 
liable to a fine of or imprisonment for 
time months, with or without hard labor, or to 
both fine and imprisonment.

Washington, July 30.— Collector Phelps, 
at San Francisco, telegraphed, to-day, to 
the Treasury Department, stating that 7-1 
Chinese were shipped at Hongkong, China, 
by the master of tho Bteamer City of Peking;

Collec- 
tor Phelps asked if he should permit tho 
transfer to take place. Assistant-Secretary 
Nettleton, in reply, directed Collector 
Phelps to refuso to permit tho transfer, and 
directed that tho H Chinamen be returned 
to China by the steamer Peking, their im- 
portation being in violation of tho Chinese 
exclusion act.

Thia ia an application by tlio plaintiff for 
a mandamus to tlia Provincial Medical 
Council commanding them to placo the 
plaintiff's name on tho register of prac- 
titioners. 

It appears by the plaintiff's affidavit and 
does not seem to be in dispute, that the 
plaintiff was duly registered iu England in 
1SS1, and is entitled to be registered here, 
subject to tho various statutes which have 
been passed on tho matter, beginning with 
the Imperial Medical Act, 1858. Tho whole 
object of all legislation on tho subject seems 
to be very well stated in tho preamble to 
that Act, namely : 

" That it is expedient that persons desir- 
ing medical aid should be able to dis- 
tinguish qualified from unqualified prac- 
titioners." 

This is repeated word for ward in the 
first Britisk Columbia statute, tho Medical 
Act, 1807 ; and although nono other of tho 
Imperial amending acts nor of tho British 
Columbia acts, contain any preamblo at all, 
yet all being founded on this, this tho princi- 
pal act, ought, I think to ba construed with 
rofcrenco to this object. 

Tho Imperial Statute, 1858 c. 90 s. 31, 
declared that all practioners registered in 
Great Britain might, without further ex- 
amination, qualification or registration, 
practice in any of Her Majesty's dependen- 
cies. The Imperial Statute, 1SGS c 29, 
modified that by declaring (a 3) that every 
Colonial Legislature might requiro registra- 
tion, within their own jurisdiction, of any 
such persons, and impose fees for such regis- 
tration ; but no other qualification, except 
tho British registration, is to bo required. 
The Imperial Statute, 1S86, c 48, s 6, again 
somewhat modifies that ; but this modifica- 
tion doe3 not aflect tho present plaintiff, 
whoao position, having accrued in 1884, ia 
expreaaly protected by a 28, of 18SG, and re- 
mains, therefore, under s .'i, of lSb'S, already 
cited. 

The only difficulty, and I think a not un- 
reasonable difficulty, felt by the defendants, 
arises from the want of local machinery, 
since the Provincial Stat, of 1890. Previous 
to that date, the matter had always been 
dealt with according to tho provisions en- 
aoted here in 1870 (enacted for carrying out 
the Imperial Statute of 18(58, Sec 3), That 
section was reenacted in 1886, and again in 
tho Code, 1888; but in 1S90, to remedy a 
supposed oversight in the compilation of 
that Code, it was enacted that tho Code 
should be read as if that section (Sec. 1, ot 
1870; Sec. 30, of 1888), had not been set 
forth therein. Of course, that could not 
operate as a repeal of Sec. 3, of 1808. The 
Provincial Parliament could not repeal an 
Imperial Act. It was, indeed, faintly 
argued that medical diplomas, certificates, 
etc., camo within the head of " Edu 
cation," wnich tho B. N. A. Act 
18G7, Sec. 93, is expressly reserved to 
tho province; and then applying tho doctrine 
which I insisted on last week in Attorney- 
General v. Dr. Milne, (being merely what 
the Privy Council pointed out in Hodge's 
case), the province had complete sovereign 
authority given to it by tho B N.A. Act 
over that subject matter. Tho obvious 
answer is that that "sovereignty" is only as 
between the Province and the Dominion 
Neither of these authorities, nor both of 
them together, can repeal or alter any clause 
in the B. N.A. Acc, which ia an Imperia' 
statute. But the Imperial Parliament itself 
can, of course, repeal any of its own ucts, 
and the B.N. A. Act among them, or auy 
clause of auy such acts, just as lawfully and 
effectually as the Provincial Parliament can 
ropeal any clause of a Provincial Act, or the 
Dominion Parliament of any Dominion Act. 
So that if s. 3 of the Imperial Act, 1808, is 
absolutely inconsistent with b. 93 of tho 
B.N.A. Act, 1807, nothing dono hero can 
prevent its effect, and the later enactment 
must prevail. 

But the Provincial Statute of 1890 does 
not necessarily confliot with that sec. 3. It 
certainly says that s. 1 of 1870 (s. 30 of 1S88) 
is to be repealed. But it was not that sec. 
which gavo tho plaintiff hia rigtit to regis- 
tration, as it merely provided tho machin- 
ery, and imposed a fee: and since s. 30 gave 
tho plaintiff no right, its repeal would de- 
prive him of none, though such repeal prob- 
ably exempted him from liability to auy fee. 
The Legislature probably intended merely 
to intimate thatstutuory machinery waa not 
neceasury for a compliance with s. 3, that 
the council might ot its own mere motion 
define the method and terms of compliance. 
And I rather think that that ia a correct 
view. Sec. 20 ot the Medical Act, 1888, 
may well bo read to direct tho registration 
"of all thoso who comply witli 
the enactments thereinafter contained" 
— pointing to the examination, &o., 
betore a board of examiners, 
mentioned in sec. 29 — "and with tho rules 
and regulations made, or to bo made, by 
tho Council rva to tho qualifications to be 
required from practitioners," and pointing 
to the power to mako rules, etc., in sec. 
31 — which rules arc expressly to extend, 
not only to the method and subjects of ex 
nmination, but alao to tho regulation of the 
register, and tho fees to be paid for registra 
tlou. 

I think, therefore, that tho Council havo 
it in their power to mako rules for admit- 
ting the plaintiff to tho register in conformity 
with sec. 3 of 1808, and to fix tho fees pay 
able. And us it seems clear that the 
plaintiff has a right to bo admitted to the 
B.C. register, upon proof simply that he 
was in 1 88 1, and is now, on tho list of the 
London registry, I think tho Council 
ought forthwith to mako such rules. 

If ihcy do not, tho plaintiffs position is 
simply this: By sec. 3 of 1808, ho is en- 
titled to claim registration heio, upon pay 
iiient of aueh Ices, and production of such 

Eroof of tho London registration, as this 
egialature may direct. This Legislature 
did, in 1870, impoao a stututory ton, and 
make cei tain statutory regulations ; but all 
these it, in 1890, repealed, and' left it to til 
Council to establish fees and regulations 
Tho Council has, as yet, established no- 



thing. It follows that the plaintiff is en- 
titled to bo registered now without any fee, 
and upon such proof of his London regis- 
tration as would bo admitted in a court of 
law. I hope that tho Council will, with all 
due speed, mako rules and orders adaptod to 
this contingency, and admit tho plaintiff 
without further litigation ; but if not, a 
mandamus aiust issuo. 

In tho case of Regiua v. College of Physi- 
cians (77 U. C. Q. B. , 504) a mandamus 
actually issued. That case was almost 
identical with tho present, but it was not 
embirassed with tho piatus which occurs 
hero owing to tho repeal of sec. 30 and the 
absence of council-mado rulos. I desire 
fully to adopt the reasoning of C. J. Hagarty 
in giving judgment in that case, and espec- 
ially his concluding words: 

" We do not feel inclined to impute to a 
body of gentlemen standing so high in pub- 
lic repute a desire to do more than ascertain 
their legal rights and not to evade their per- 
formance by tho imposition of what may be 
called differential duties against thoso who 
may seek to make this country their home 
on tho faith of tho general law of the 
Empire." 

On tho country, here, as in tho Ontario 
case, nothing could bo moro handsome than 
the way in which tho defendant's counsel 
left the case to the judgment of tho court. 

It may be worth while to mention, con- 
cerning the Imperial Act of 18S0— though 
it does not apply to thia case — seems to bo 
intended to meet, in future, tho suggestion 
of Chief Justice Hagarty pointing to a re- 
ciprocal recognition, on Homo and Colonial 
registers, of tho Colonial and Homo qualifi- 
cations of medical practitioners. I say 
"intended," for it does not seem clear that 
tho definition of "British possession " 
would enable Canadian practitioners to be 
registered in England. " Where there are 
in any such possessions central and local 
legislatures, tho whole is to bo deemed one 
possession." But according to our constitu- 
tion, each province, for the purposo of medi- 
cal tests and registration, would probably 
require to be deemed a separate possession, 
having regard to the B. N. A. Act, so J. 93.

Here, 
where we r egard clay us victuals, it is not 
pleasant to think of Polk's uncle turning 
to kindred clay and becoming edible at 
his time of life. 

Let Polk turn in and write a campaign 
song. Let it bo a roversiblo song that 
can bo us d by either party. Any man 
who can paint such a word picture of his 
uncle's death could build a campaign 
song that would easily be hoard above 
tho noise of tho workmen engaged in nail- 
ing the campaign lie. 

But lot us pass on to speak of moro 
agreeable subjects. Those who are inter 
ested in the sabjeet of wells will be glad 
to know that workmen on this well known 
structure of mine struck water on the 
evening of the 8 h inst., and wero com- 
pelled to get out with great haste to avoid 
being drowned.

I did not murmur when I found that 
in charging two dollars per foot tho well 
digger meant two dollars per foot down 
and two dollars up, or two dollars for 
digging and two dollars for stowing. 
Also i paid for hands, materials, dam- 
ages, medicine, etc. 1 never said any- 
tiling unless it was that 1 did not hold 
myself responsible as late as this for tho 
damage that General Sherman did in the 
heat of passion, while I was too young to 
bo held responsible, and that a littlo deal 
over u well, I thought, w 8 a poor placo 
to work in tho entire expenses of a war. 

Evon when 1 found that the well at the 
depth of 100 feo r . had tapered so fast that 
it was merely a little feverish point in 
the thirsty bowels of the earth I did not 
murmur. Even when I found that I had 



11,000 yards of earth piled up at the 
mouth of tho woll on top of my straw- 
berry bed I did not speak bittorly or ro- 
for with acrimony to tho wooden cannon 
which woro so placed as to koop McClel- 
lan falling back to the Arlington hotel in 
Washington every evening for weeks. 1 
did not rake up old personalities evon 
when I wont down onco to see tho woll 
and the hands at tho windlass wont to 
Ashevillo to spend a gala week, leaving 
me to enjoy the glorious sconory known 
as tho Land of the Sky. But I say that 
wo should not expect to wreak tho ven- 
geance of a century upon or collect tho 
consequential damages of four years of 
hard fought and calamitous war from a 
peaceable man who has been already 
" picked on" by tho so called artists of 
tho United States till ho does not dare to 
unveil himself in public till after twi- 
light. 

I do not come boforo tho public asking 
for 300 Pinkerton men to protect mo at 
the cost of their lives, My grounds aio 
free to thoso who wish to come and gam- 
bol on them, and no armed force will bo 
invoked to keep tho peace on my planta- 
tion. I only ask that no one will refer to 
this well until I am more calm. 

In the meantime 1 havo a large, beauti- 
ful, geared windmill for sale, i bought 
the windmill feeling certain that here, 
whero tho rain only pauses to spit on its 
hands and got a bettor hold, water would 
bo plenty oven if wo had to catch it in the 
woll in the shape of rain, but my woll is 
now the only dry placo in North Caro- 
lina. 

To my other duties I have to add now 
that of sprinkling the well. That is not 
all. After throo or four months watching 
tho growth of a well you get attached to 
it. You cannot boar to seo it sudor and 
toss about and hoar it cry for water. A 
typhoid woll with nothing in it but a 
shortage and a dead kitton of tho p do 
variety i3 one of tho saddest sights I over 
listened to. 

Boforo I dug the well a man camo to 
mo claiming to bo a water witch. Ho 
claimed to havo tho gift of discovering 
tho location of a vein of water by means 
of a hazel wand or crotch. For two dol- 
lars ho would have shown mo where the 
water could bo easily reached, but I lack- 
ed faith. Coming from Now York, 1 was 
checked up pretty high, and I claimed to 
know as much of metropolitan life as Dr. 
Parkhurst, also a good many other tilings; 
so 1 pooh poohed tho water witch and 
went my way. I lacked faith. 

Faith is necessary in the affairs of this 
life as well as those of a future state. 
Faith has dono much to advance the 
causo of progress and human advance- 
ment and progression. Progress and ad- 
vancement must naturally go hand in 
hand. Faith has dono much to advance 
progress and to give progression to ad- 
vancement (sic). 

Faith in a physician has dono much to 
advance the cause of medicine, for in- 
stance. " A neighbor of mino here, 
through faith in his doctor, made the dis- 
covery that it was tho capsule and not tho 
contents which cured him.

Thoso who have given them- 
selves up to the gastronomic delights of a 
fifteen cent thermometer that has boon 
through a long hospital practice will agree 
that it gives ono tho gay look of a man 
who has just swallowed a soft shell ostrich 
egg or a wot umbrella. 

Alter tho doctor had gone tho wife 
said : 

"Agamemnon, what was that there 
thing ho give you when ho first come in ?" 

" That," says Agamemnon, " wa3 olec- 
tricity, and I never got relief bo quick 
since I was born." 

Faith in a physician also brought about 
tho use of turpentino internally. The 
doctor erred in his order and "wrote for it 
to be used internally instead of external- 
ly. Faith of this kind has been the 
father of many important discoveries. 

I know a doctor very well who was also 
digging a well, even as I havo been this 



tho physician induced tho lad to tako the 
dynamite, and tho stono bruise was ro- 
movod.

RESPONSIBLE PEOPLE 

Are Behind tho Combination Which 
Seeks Control of the Seal- 
skin Trade. 



How Victoria Will Be Affected by the 
Deal -The Secret of 
Dyeing. 



The dispatches from Albany, N.Y., and 
Now York city, published in tho Colonist 
on Friday and Saturday morning, rolating 
to the project to form a combination to con 
trol the American seal trade, have been 
read with great interest by Victorians, a 
large number of whom are deeply interested 
in tho buBinees. From what has been made 
public so far, it would seem to be altogether 
likely that the scheme ha8 already been de 
cided upon and will bo successfully carried 
out. Tho name' "Georgo C. Treadwell, 
which appears aa that of tho company, is 
woll known to the sealing men here, some 
of whom have had no inconsidorablo co rro 
spondenco with him from time to time on 
various subjects counected with tho trade, 
There ia, no doubt, as to Mr. Trcadwell's 
mercantile standing aDd the general opin 
ion expressed, is that ho would not lend hia 
name to any concern that was not all right 
in every way. 

The project of tho company to buy tho 
raw skins in Victoriu and manufacture in 
Albany, N.Y., may bo well considered and 
it may not. Certainly if it can bo accom- 
plished, tho Baving of expense would be 
great, and either seal skin jackets would 
decreuao in price or those connected with 
the industry would get a larger profit. There 
is no duty ou raw skins going int<> tl e 
United States, but thero is a duty of 2j or 
30 per cent, on tho manufactured article. 
Now, if Albany, instead of London, 
were to bo made tho hcr.dqu n tors f < r 
curing, dyeing, etc., the saving to the 
sealers in freight alone would bo very con- 
siderable. This year the catch is not over, 
say -10,000 skins, which would make about 
10,000 jackets— not enough to supply the 
United States market aloue. If 'ho Islands 
catch wero sent to London, and tho Coast 
catch to Albany, the prices of BkinB would 
go up very considerably, and tho industry 
would become still more profitable, 

Thero is ono thing, however, that is sure 
to bo more or less of a drawback to tho 
Albany Company. That is the dyeing. Up 
to tho present time thero has only been one 
place in tho world where the proper sealskin 
dyeing could be dono. The process is a 
secret one, and has been so closely guarded 
by the London manufacturers that no ono 
has been ablo to ascertain the exact art. 
This being tho caao the question naturally 
asked is " how nro the Albany people going 
to dye tho skins!" Unless, of course, they 
have tho process and ore able to turn out a 
perfect manufactured articlo, they cannot 
hope >n compote with tho English house.

-Statistics for the Month of July and 
What They Tell— Customs Re- 
ceipts Very Satisfactory. 



Despite the Smallpox Scare There 
Were Few Deaths, and Business 
Did Not Suil'er Materially. 




11 IM13 in his regular 
round calls to-duy for 
tho July tiles, which 
will bo placed out of 
Bight on the top Bhelf, 
buck ; to-morrow morn- 
ing tho busy book- 
keeper will commenco a 
nice now week, and a 
nice new month, and a nice new page on the 
calendar. 

Tho statistics for July are remarkablo in 
many ways. Tho marriages, only seven, 
, make a poor showing, but the births are 
woll to tho front, the total of 35 being the 
highest for a good many months. Tho total 
number of deaths for tho month is 24, a 
decrcaso from the figures for Juno. 

July weather was not so "very hot, 71 
being tho very highest mark recorded, on 
the 28th instant, by the resident observer 
at Esquimalt meteorological station, Mr. K. 
Baynes Reed. The highest mean tempera- 
ture was also on July 28, 01°, while the 
lowest mark fo- tho month was lb" — on July 
23, 22. 20 and 17. 

At the hospitals thero has been no increase 
in tho number of patients, tho smallpox 
hospital, of course, not being taken into 
account. About 50 patients has been tho 
average at tho Jubileo and 23 or 24 at St. 
Joseph's. 

The fire losa, as usual, is low, and with 
tho additional protection of tho chemical 
engine it will, no doubt, bo kept so. Chief 
Deasy's list of "tires and alarms " appears 
hereunder :

Tho officers of the law have riot had their 
hands particularly full or particularly 
empty. On July 1, thero were 29 prisoners 
confined in tho Provincial jail. To day, 
there are 37 in nil, and tho averugo for the 
month has been 3-1. Five accused persons 
are awaiting trial and one inmate of the 
jail is insane, and will bo removed to the 
Westminster asylum to-night. 

Ia tho Provincial court, six cases were 
tried, ij-15 in lines and §21.50 in costs being 
collected, and two months with and two 
weeks without hard labor being imposed. 

Tho cily police court, during tho month, 
handled GS cases, the fines, without im- 
prisonment, amounting to §135. Damages 
were assessed at §15 ; S15 50 was paid into 
court as "costs," and a §50 license collected. 
The fines and costs totalled §357.50, "or in 
default," 518 days' imprisonment were 
giren. The imprisonment actually served 
if one man could have borne the punishment 
for all, would have kept him behind closed 
doors for 9 months and 10 days. In three 
cases, simple drunks, bail was forfeited by 
non-appearance in court; 14 accused per- 
sons were discharged, and four committed 
for trial. 

The lockup record for the month is made 
up, according to the offences charged us 
follows : Cutting and wounding, 1 ; lodg- 
ings, lj larceny, 7; drunk, 25; possession 
of an intoxicant, 2; supplying intoxicants to 
Indians, 1 ; having intoxicants upon an In- 
dian reserve, 1; malicious damage to pro- 
perty, 3; for safe keeping, 3; vagrancy, 1; 
sodomy, 2j discharging firearms within the 
city limits, 2; assault, 2; total 51. Sum- 
mons' eases — infraction of Fire by-law, 1; 
infraction of Public morals by-law, 2; in- 
fraction of Buildings by-law, 1; infraction 
of Streets by-law, 2; infraction of Thistle 
by-law, 11; lighting, 1; and assault, C; total 
24. 

The public free library was closed during 
the greater part of July, and consequently 
will not have any statistics for this month. 

^Withstanding the "quarantines" July 
has been a busy shipping month, 190 vessels 
entering inwards, at the Customs House, 
and 17-1 clearing therefrom. 

Despite the smallpox the Customs returns 
for the 30 days just past, show u gratifying 
increase over the corresponding month of 
last year. The figures are given in full here- 
under :

ter," tho regulation corrossive sublimato 
bath was taken, and with a complete outfit 
of new clothes, tho erstwhile patient was 
sot at liberty. 

Talking to a Colonist reportor while 
walking down Fort street, Mr. Vernon 
spoke in the most commendatory language 
of tho admirable way in which tho patients 
in tho hospital aro being treated by the 
nurses, who render far moro than ordinary 
assistance to tho physicians iu caring for 
the Butfcrers. 

"Apart from tho confinement within tho 
grounds which was somewhat irksome, we 
have had no reason whatever to complain 
and, in fact, have had some very happy 
times, that is, of course, so far as one could 
be happy with sickness all around. You 
see I was one of the first patients moved 
out there. As soon as I heard of 
wdiat had been done to provide a suitabl 
hospital for the treatment of everyone, I 
made up my mind to go out to it, although 
at that time I was rapidly recovering. There 
were a number of others brought out soon 
afterwards, and the public generally can 
have littlo or no idea of thaiinmenseamouut 
of work that was to be dono iu getting 
everything in shape. There were buildings 
to bo put up, tents and kitchens, etc., to bo 
arranged, and a thousand and oue things 
to be looked after. Considering that every- 
thing had to bo done 60 quickly, wo could 
not have been treated better, and it was 
only a short time before the whole business 
of tho hospital had been reduced to a first- 
class system. 

" Thoso young ladies who camo down 
from tho Jubileo Hospital to act as nursus, 
have dono wonders. They caro for all, and 
are here, there and everywhere, all the time 
looking after some ono, and finding some- 
thing to do to make someone moro comfort- 
able. No matter who the patient is, the 
treatment has been the same. The poor 
Indian woman was just as well looked ufjjpjr 
as the richest patient in tho Hospital, fURl 
received just tho same amount of caro and 
attention. 

" Yes, I am glad to bo out again and am 
now trying to make up my mind where to 
go to for a holiday for a eouplo of weeks. 
I am feeling first rate, but cut of deference to 
the f are of some people who may fancy 
thu I would still carry infection, I think I 
will hide myself for a week or so."

Oflicers and men of H.M.S, Daphne and 
Nyniphe will not be able to spend Christmas 
of 1892 with their Victoria and Esquimalt 
friends, as they (the friends) had fondly 
hoped. The regret will bo all on the side of 
the landsmen, however, for tho jolly sailors 
have the good luck in store of a Christmas 
at home with families and frieuds in the old 
land over the sea. 

The latest announcement in regard to the 
movements of the fleet is that II. M.S. Mel- 
pomene will arrive from northern waters on 
or about September 13, and that immediate- 
ly upon her arrival, or shortly thereafter, 
H.M.S. Daphne and Nyniphe will pay off in 
Victoria, Buoh of the men as may wish to 
do so, taking the C. P.R. for home, und hav- 
ing plenty of time to reach any part of the 
United Kingdom before the great day of tho 
year for old and young. 

A " small party," about 20 in number, 
aro expected to make Victoria their perma- 
nent home, returning from their Christmas 
visit " homo " with their families.

A BY-LAW 

In Aid of tho Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

Wiikrk.v, under and by virtue of nn Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Provinco o£ 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
intituled, "Tho Victoria & Sidney Hallway 
Act, 1S92," a. company was Incorporated with 
power to lay ont, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a lino of railway from some convenient and 
accessible point within tho City of Victoria by 
tho most feasible and available engineering 
routo totho Townsltuof Sidney in tho District 
of North Baanlch. 

And WlIEltEAS, under and by virtuo of 
another Actof the said Legislature passed at tho 
last session thereof, intituled, "The Victoria 
& Sidney Hallway Subsidy Act, 1SD2," power 
was taken by the Government of British Co- 
lumbia to guarantee tho payment of interest, 
until maturity, at two per cont. per annum on 
bonds of tliosaid railway company, issued to 
an amount not oxeceding 3300,000. or its equlvn- 
lent in sterling money, tho principal of such 
bonds to be payable not later than 25 years 
from their date. 

Anii whereas, under and by virtue of sec- 
tion 101, Bub-scctlona 2,3und 1 of the Municipal 
;Vct, 1892, tho Council in every Municipality is 
authorized from t lmo to tlmu to make by-laws 
among othor things for endorsing and guaran- 
teeing tho payment of any dobentures or Inter- 
est on any dobentures to bo issued by any rail 
way ft tramway company, constructed or pro 
posed to bo constructed, oither wholly withi] 
tho limits or partly within tho limits and partly 
without, for tho money by tho mborrowed, and 
for assessing and levying, from time to time 
upon tho whole rateable property of tho Muni 
cipality a sum sufficient to dischnrgo tho debl 
or engagements so contracted. 

And whereas tho said Railway Company 
have applied to tho Corporation of the City ot 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of tho bonds of tho said compnn 
ipon tho railway proposed to bo cor. 
Btruotod by the said company, by virtuo of th 
said charter, to tho amount of 3 por cent, on the 
sum of $1100,000 00, for a period of 2,"i years. 

A:'ID whereas, under and by virtuo of tho 
foregoin recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
and Sidney Rail way Subsidy Act, 1S92," provi- 
sion is undo in clause 2 thoreof that in caso, nt 
any time, an agreement Is entored into by the 
Company with tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by the said Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of pnymont of interest 
to a furtlioramount of two or moro per centum, 
on tho bonds of the Company, up to not moro 
than 330O0OO, tho (Jovernmeut may make such 
arrangements for permitting tho said Corpora- 
tion to slinro any security taken by thorn for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions ns to 
iho manner of holding the same ns to them may 
seo m lit. 

And whereas the said Company was there- 
by empowered to charge its undertaking and 
its tolls and property, real and personal, with 
tho repayment of all tho moneys paid by tho 
Provincial Government in respect of the 
guarantee thero by authorized second and sub- 
ject only to tho ch irgo given in favor of tho 
bondholders under tho Company's Act of In- 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to cuter into 
all agreements which might bo necessary for 
tbo purpose of carrying ut tho provisions of 
the said Act. 

And WHEREAS it is desirable that a guaran- 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by tho said 
Corporation should lie made, and an agrco- 
mont to that effect entered into by tho said 
Corporation with the fntd company, and that 
an arrangement should bo made by tho said 
Corporation with tlio said Government for 
permission to tho said Corporation to shnro 
any security taken by tho said Government 
for advances by them and by the snidjCorpor- 
atlon and otherwise as piovided by tho said 
Act. 

And Whereas it will require tho sum of 
§9,000.00 to be raised annually by special rato 
for paying the amount ef the said guarantee in 
the event of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay the same. 

And Whereas tho whole nmount of tho 
ratea and and Improven cuts of real pro- 
perty of tho Municipality, according to tho 
last roviseu assessment roll, is S17,iiG:5,llS.O0. 

And Whereas it will require an annual 
Bjiecial rato of half a mill on tho dollar for paying 
the amount of such guarantee in tho event of 
tho Corporation being called upon to pay tho 
same. 

And Whereas tho total amount of such 
guarantee in tho event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay tho same is $9,000.00. 

Therefore be it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 

1. Thero shall bo assessed and levied in each 
yearnn equal special rato of ono-hnlf of ono 
mill on the dollar in addition to all other rates 
to be levied In each year for tho payment of the 
interest payable undo tho said gn irnnteo. 

2. Tho amount of such special rato shall bo 
collected in each year fr in timo to t mo as tho 
said Corporation may bo called upon to pay 
the amount of the said guarantee. 

3. The Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at tho rato of .'I per 
cent, per annum on the bonds of tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to the amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twenty- 
Ilvo years from tho dato of this By-law going 
into effect, under and subject to the conditions 
prescribed in this By-law. 

I. Any sum or sums of money which ma 
hereafter bo paid by the Corporation under 
this guarantco shall be a llrst chargo upon tho 
undertaking tolls end property of tho said 
Company, sur, 'clonly to tho said bonds and to 
such division there f as between the Govern- 
ment of British Colt.rr bia and the Corporation 
ns may ho agreed upon by the said Government 
and the said Corporation, and tho acceptance 
of tho bcnoflt of this By-law by tho said Com- 
■hall bo deemed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of the said Company to all tho tonus 
of this By-law. 

5. All tho moneys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of tho sold bonds in respect of which in- 
terest is guaranteed by tho said Corporation 
shall bo applied by tho said Company In pay- 
ment of the right Of way, construction, equip.

dental theroto. 

Itshall bo lawful for tho Mayor for the 
timo being of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria to endorse, or cause to bo endorsed, on 
the said bonds eo proposed to bo Issued by tho 
said railway company t ho guarantee in tho form 
and manner prescribed In tho memorandum of 
agreement set forth In tho schedule attached 
to this by-law, and for tho Clork of tho said Cor- 
poration to countersign and seal tho said en- 
lents, 



7. This bylaw is passed upon the express con- by tho Minister and tho Mayorfor tho time

issue bands not exceeding twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000.00) per mile of railway, payable 
at such time and iu such manner and In such 
place or places in Canada or elsewhere, and 
bearsuch rate of interest not exceeding eight 
per cent (3 per centl per annum, us tho Direct- 
ors may think proper. 

And WHEREAS, by section one |1) or tho Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Actof 1S!)2," 
it is provided that the Government of British 
Columbia may guarantco tho payment of in- 
tcroi-t until maturity at 2 per root, per annum 
on bonds of the company issued to an amount 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or its equivalent in sterling money, 
but sub'wt nevertheless to tho conditions and 
restrictions n iho said section contained, and 
tho company are thereby ompowored to chargo 
its undertaking and its oils and proper! y, real 
and personal, then existing, or at any timo 
thereafter acquired, with tho repayment of all 
moneys to bo paid by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of tho guarantee thereby auth- 
orized, subject to the rights of tho bond-hold- 
ers for payment of tho principal of tho bonds 
nt maturity. 

And WHEREAS, by section two (2) of tho last 
mentioned act it is provided that "in case at 
any time an agreement is entered into by tho 
company with tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by tho said Corpora- 
tion of a guarantee of interest to a further 
amount of two or more per cent, pon tho 
bonds of tho company up to not more than 
three hundred thousand dollars, tho Govern- 
ment may make such arrangements for per- 

curlty taken by them for advances hereunder, 
and such provisions as to the manner of hold- 
ing the same as to them seem lit-" 

And WHEREAS, tho Company have applied to 
thoGovernmonttogivosuch guarantee as afore- 
said of interest on tho sum of threo hundred 
thousand dollars (§300,000.00) for n term of 
twenty-five (25) years, nt tho rate of two por 
cent. (2 per cont.) per annum, and agreed in 
consideration of such guarantco to pledge its 
undertaking and its said tolls and property as 
security therefor, which tho said Government 
has agreed to do and to accept. 

And WHEREAS, similar application has been 
mndo by tho Company to the Corporat ion to 
guarantco tho interest to a further amount of 
thrco per cent. (:i per cent.) upon the Company's 
bonds up to not more thtui throohundred thous- 
and dollars ($30O,O0O.0C) which tho Corporation 
have agreed to do but subject, nevertheless, to 
ratification by tbo Ratepayers of tho City of 
Victoria In manner prescribed by section ono 
hundred and eleven (111) of tho. Municipal 
Act, 1802. 

Now this Agreement Witnesseth, thnt 
In pursuasoeof the premises It is hereby agreed 
by and between the several parties hereto, ns 
follows, viz.:— 

1. Tho Company shall commenco tho con- 
struction of their said intended railway on or 
beforo the llrst day of October, ono thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-two, and In default 
of so doing this agreement shall bo void and of 
no effect. 

2. Tho Company shall within n nety days (90) 
after the date hereof proceed to issue the whole 
of tho bonds authorized by tho said Actof Incor- 

yahlo in tvonty-fivo years from 
date, hearing interest at live por cont. per an- 
num, but not to oxeced In tho whole tho sum 
of thrco hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00), 
such bonds to boar coupons for tho half yearly 
payments of tho interest thereon, which bonds, 
subject to the provisions of section one II) and 
two (2) of tho said "Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Subsidy Act, 1892," shall hear tho following en- 
dorsement, which endorsement shall he signed 



and for tho timo nforesaid is undortak on and 
guaranteed by tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria. 

3. Tho Govommont and Corporation Bhall 
guarantee in manner aforesaid tho pnymont of 
tho interest on tho bonds so agreed to bo issued 
as aforesaid in tho proportions and at tho times 
aforesaid, und tho signature of tho " Minister 
and of tho Mayor, respectively, to tho coupons 
may bo affixed by printed, stamped or litho- 
graphed fac-simllo. 

i. Tho work of construction shall bo placed 
in chargo of a competent ongineor or engineers 
solcctod by tho Company, and approved of In 
writing by tho Chief Commissioner of Louils 
and Works on behalf of tho Government, and 
by the Mayor of the City of Victoria on behalf 
of the Corporation, and tho Company may re- 
move such engineer at pleasure and appoint 
another engineer, subject also to tho biiiiio ap- 
proval. 

5. Tho aforesaid bonds, -when issued, shnll bo 
handed by t he Company to tho "Minister,"who 
shall have them duly noted in a book to bo 
kept for that purpose and immediately upon 
completion of such noting ho shall deposit tho 
bonds in #< of tho charter banks carrying on 
business In Victoria, to ho approved by tho 
parties hereto. 

0. Tbo Company shall negotiate tho sale of 
their said bonds as soon as possiblo uftor their 
issue, having due regard in disposing of them 
to tho best advantage, nnd may, with tho ap- 
proval of tho Minister and Corporation, em- 
ploy Buch ngent or agents as thoy may deem 
proper. 

7. Tho proceeds of tho saio from timo to timo 
of tho said bonds shall be deposited r 
moro chartered banks in tho City of Victoria at 
interest to a special account in tho nnmo 
of tho said Railway Company, and shall 
bo drawn out by cheques of tho Railway 
Coinpnny, but no such cheques shall be paid by 
such bank unless attached (hereto is n certifi- 
cate of tho engineer of the said Railway for 
tho timo being, countersigned by tho City 
Engineer and by the Survoyor-General of tho 
Province, specifying the nature and character 
of tho work, supplies, materials or other ex- 
penditure for which such chequo is given, and 
such certificate shall bo retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys pnid by tho Government of 
British Columbia and tho Corporation respec- 
tively in respect of tho aforesaid guarantees 
sh ill bo considered as a debt due from tho 
Company to tho said Government and Corpora- 
tion respectively, and shall bo taken and con- 
sidered, nnd are hereby made, a chargo upon 
tho undertaking, and tho tolls and property 
of the Company renl and personal now existing 
or any time hereafter acquired, and tho Minis- 
ter of Finance and Agriculture for tbo timo 
being shall bo held and deemed to bo a mort 
gageoor incumbrancer upon tho said property in 
trust nevertheless as to two fifths thoreof for 
tho Government of British Columbia and as to 
three fifths in trust for the Corporation. 

D. Tho Company shall upon demand mndo by 
the said Minister excoute to him a legal mort- 
gage of all the aforesaid property of the Com- 
pany as security for the repayment of all nionoys 
paid by thesaid Govcrnmentnnd Corporation re- 
spectively in respect of thesaid guarantees and 
tho costs, charges and expenses they may bo 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, and tho Eaid Minister shall hold tho 
said Mortgage and nil other securities, if any, 
of tbo Company which may como into his 
hands and the moneys thereby secured in tho 
proportion nnd upon tho trust herein boforo 
mentioned and declared, and which said mort- 
gage shall contain nil tho covenants, powers 
and conditions usually inserted in mortgages 
of real nnd personal property together with the 
additional power of sale In default of tho Com- 
pany operating their said Railway for a period 
of thrco months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
owing by tho Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively in respeot of tho said 
guarantees. , 

10. Tho said Company horoby ngreo to com- 
plete their said Railway on or beforo tho first 
day of Septcnihor, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-four, and thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain and operate the same so long 
as any of their said bonds shall remain unre- 
deemed within the said period of twonty-flvo 
years. 

11. Provided always that Chinese shall not 
be employed in the construction of tho said 
railway, and provided also that in case a by. 
law to ratify this agreement on tho part of tho 
Corporation shall not bo submitted within 
sixty days from tho dato hereof for the vote of 
the ratepayers, under section one hundred and 
eleven of tho said Municipal Act, 1S92. or if 
such by-law shall bo submitted and shall bo 
defeated nt the polls, or shall not be carried, 
then, and in such case, this agreement, and 
everything herein contained, shall bo void, and 
of no effect. 

12. Tho Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder, or other person, so long as 
any moneys remain duo or owing to tho said 
Government, or the Corporal ion of tho City of 
Victoria, in respect of the said guarantee. 

13. Tho books of tho Company shall bo opon 
to tho inspection of any person authorized to 
inspect tho camo by eithor tho said Govern- 
ment or the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, at all times, 

■!. Tho Company Bhal operate and run over 
thesaid lino of railway when constructed at 
least ono train each way por diem (Sundays ex- 
cepted) for the whole length of tho railway.

^fle Inmates aro Contentnl With Their 
Treatment and Understand 
tlte " Wherefore." 



So much lias been written and said by 
certain malcontents about the condition of 
affairs down at tho Ros3 Bay suspect sta- 
tion, that it may br. just as well to point 
out, for tho benefit of thoae who are unable 
to make a porsounl examination, just what 
the facts are. With this object in view the 
accompanying diagram hue been prepared 
from an accurate sketch made specially for 
the Colonist. Little explanation is needed 
in order that everyone may understand ex- 
actly how the subjects are housed. Tho 
city property at Ross Bay contains 
over ten acres. When it was 
intended to uso it a3 n site for a smallpox 
hospital, a frame building, L shaped, was 
put up, divided into wards, with kitchen, 
pantry, etc. The outbuildings shown were 
also subsequently erected. Then the original 
proposition was altered, and instead of hav- 
ing a smallpox hospital there it was de- 
cided to have a suspect station for tho 
isolation of thoso who had been exposed to 
the disease until such times its the period of 
incubation was over. Then the tents 
wero put up lor additional aecom- 
They are in four rows, 
marked A, B, C and D. These rows are 
thirty fl -' Bt apart and the tents are lifteeu 
feet apart, so that they are separated by a 
reasonable distance from one another. Each 
family has a tent, and where the family is a 
large one, with several people, tho tent is 
correspondingly larger. Dr. Hasell is tho 
resident medical officer. Ho is on the 
ground night and day, und gives personal 



till recently and reared a largo family, be- 
sides accumulating considerable wealth. As 
his children grew up and their education re- 
el uired, they wec# sent to San Francisco and 
attended the best schools here: Part of the 
year the faniily|llved In Honolulu, and part 
of the time here, but Fanning Island was 
always considered their homo. 

About a year ago Captain Greig hoisted 
his flag (the British Jack) on Washington 
Island, and it now forms n part of his 
family kingdom.

DISTRACTED VENEZUELA. 

Panic" Everywhere — Business Paralyzed— 
Tribulation on nil Hands. 

Pa.na.ma, July 30,— Tho latest nows from 
Venezuela is of an alarming character. It 
is rumored that the -10 days truce was 
fruitless, and that tho revolutionary forces 
under Crespo aro again advancing upon the 
Caracas villuges, and the Government troops 
arc said to have evacuated tho city and 
panic reigns among the inhabitants. No- 
thing can be learned of the movements of 
Rojus Paul and Minister Sarria. It is 
feared that foreign residents are in immin- 
ent danger. Advices from Caracas under 
dato of July 2,1, state thut congress was 
issuing daily bulletins declaring that the 
Government was malting great pro- 
gress. These efforts to reussuro tb 
public were not successful. The growing 
opposition to Rojaa Paul had nullified the 
effect produced by his enthusiastic recep 
tion. Crespo'a strength was represented as 
wuning. Surria, at tho head of tho Guz 
man Blanco faction, would Ieud a revolt if 
Puul wero elected president. Crespo, on 
the other hand, would renew his activity if 
either of tho six candidates outsido of L J aul 
were chosi n. Various commissions to nego 
tiate for a permanent cessation of hostilities 
had failed. Unless the existing state of 
things is altered ruin and famine will devas- 
tate the country. Business is paralyzed, 
and the state of apprehension in which tho 
people are in amounts to a reign of terror. 
Anarchy exists in Curacus and Laguayara. 
Tho streets are dangerous tor citizens at 
night; urmed outlaws firing here and there 
at pleasure. The Oriloco is flooded, doing 
great damage in various towns, the inunda- 
lon extending to tho Delta. Considerable 
loss of life is reported as the result of tho 
fres'ieta.
